many  silver  of  dollar  size  that  are  seldom  of- 
fered; wonderful  collection  of  fractional  cur- 
rency and  United  States  notes  after  18  62.  the 
best  ever  offered  in  these  sales;  Civil  war  tok- 
ens, many  scarce;  three  sets  of  large  cents;  fine 
arrow  heads  and  Indian  relics;  rare  Georgia  co- 
lonial currency;  and  many  other  desirable  items. 

Please  bid  by  the  piece  unless  stated  to  bid 
for  the  lot.
